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SUMMARY OF BILL:   Specifies that the reports of county medical examiners and 

autopsy reports involving minors who are victims of violent crimes are not public documents. 

Authorizes such reports to be released if the minor’s parent or legal guardian consents to the 

report’s release and the parent or legal guardian is not a suspect in the circumstances of the 

minor's death. Further authorizes the release of the reports under a court order upon a showing 

of good cause.
